(shown above, pp. 4) seems Iopeless.

The finest piceo of the full east wall of 
‘Tobatichetep is now preserved under elass in 
the NHith Dynasty hall of the museam at 
Ghisch, The othe fragments which  woro 
removed have icon presented to the British 
Museum by the Exypt Exploration Fund.
